Culture — Sow  in  March  or  April,  in  rows  1 
foot  apart.  When  two  years  old  transplant  into 
permanent  beds.  Set  the  plants  in  rows  from  2 
to  4 feet  apart  and  15  to  20  inches  in  the  row, 
and  cover  about  4 inches  deep.  On  approach 
of  winter  cover  with  manure  or  straw.  One 
ounce  will  sow  40  feet  of  drill.

Culture — The  soil  should  be  rather  light  and  thoroughly  enriched  with 
manure.  Sow  in  spring  as  soon  as  the  ground  becomes  fit,  in  rows  about 
1 foot  apart  and  1 inch  deep.  For  main  crop  sow  flrst  week  in  May;  for 
winter  sow  in  June.  Thin  to  5 or  6 inches.  One  ounce  to  50  feet  of 
drill.  Sow  5 lbs.  per  acre.

Begin 
for  first  early  by  planting  the  early  varieties  about  May  1,  and  for  a con- 
tinuous supply  all  summer  make  plantings  about  two  weeks  apart,  from 
May  1 until  late  July,  first  planting  early  varieties,  then  later  ones. 
Plant  in  rows  3 feet  apart  each  way.  One  pound  for  125  to  150  hills. 
About  12  pounds  in  hills  for  an  acre.

A hardy  winter  salad.  Seed  should  be  sown  thinly  in  drills  during 
August,  September  and  October  to  supply  fresh  leaves  during  the  cold  fall 
and  winter  months.  It  is  quite  hardy,  and  after  cool  weather  sets  in 
can  be  protected  by  a thin  mulch  of  soft  hay  or  straw.  One  ounce  will 
plant  5 0 feet  of  row.

In  the  open  ground  not  later  than  June,  in  drills  12  to  18  inches  apart. 
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using:  1 oz.  to  100  feet  of  row,  thinning  out  the  plants  so  that  they  will 
stand  not  closer  than  3 inches.  The  plant  forms  long  parsnip -shaped 
roots  and  these  should  be  lifted  in  the  fall,  cutting  off  the  leaves  and 
then  store  in  soil  in  a cool  place  until  wanted  for  forcing.  The  roots 
should  be  planted  in  a trench  16  to  18  inches  deep  and  placed  upright 
abut  l y2  to  2 inches  apart,  which  will  allow  the  neck  of  the  root  to  come 
within  9 inches  of  the  level  of  the  trench.  The  trench  should  be  filled 
with  a light  soil,  and  if  a quicker  growth  is  desired,  this  can  be  accom- 
plished by  a mulch  of  fresh  manure  about  2 feet  deep.  It  requires 
about  one  month  to  force  the  roots  and  the  heads  are  cut  off  with  a 
small  portion  of  the  neck  of  the  root  attached.  Per  pkt.  10c;  oz.  45c. 

CELERY 

For  Celery,  Pepper  and  Tomato  Plants,  see  End  of  Vegetable  List 

Culture — Sow  in  a finely  prepared  seed-bed,  not  over  *4  inch  deep  and 
keep  the  bed  moist.  Transplant  to  rows  3 to  5 feet  apart  and  6 to  8 
inches  apart  in  the  row.  After  plants  have  grown  to  full  size  bank  up 
with  earth  on  each  side  of  row.  For  winter  use  take  up  before  severe 
freezing,  trim  off  all  outer  leaves  and  plant  close  together  in  a trench 
or  in  cool  cellar,  keep  roots  moist  and  tops  dry.  Good  plants  may  be 
set  out  as  late  as  middle  of  August.  One  ounce  will  produce  4,000 
plants,  one  pound  of  seed  producing  sufficient  plants  for  an  acre.

FLOWER  SEEDS 


Directions  for  Sowing,  Etc. 


To  insure  success,  the  conditions  and 
requirements  of  the  several  species  as  to 
soil  moisture,  heat,  light,  etc.,  should  be 
studied  and  then  observed  in  culture.  Be- 
low we  give  a few  general  directions  for 
their  culture. 

The  soil  best  adapted  to  most  flowers  is 
light,  rich  loam,  containing  enough  sand  to 
make  it  porous.  If  there  is  some  clay  with 
it,  the  color  will  be  brighter.  Make  the 
surface  as  smooth  and  fine  as  possible,  sow 
seed  in  rows,  covering  each  sort  of  seed  in 
proportion  to  its  size  (a  good  general  rule 
being  to  cover  twice  the  diameter  of  the 
seed)  and  press  the  soil  down  firmly  over 
it.  Do  not  plant  seed  when  the  ground  is 
wet.  Many  varieties,  such  as  Pansy,  Ver- 
bena, Daisy,  Hollyhock,  and  the  fine  green- 
house plant  seeds,  should  be  sown  early  in  shallow  boxes  in  the  house,  in 
soil  consisting  of  equal  parts  of  fine  sand  and  rich  mellow  loam,  well 
mixed  together  and  sifted,  to  remove  all  gravel  and  lumps.  Sow  as  be- 
fore directed.  Covering  the  box  with  glass  helps  retain  the  moisture 
and  keeps  the  temperature  even.  Be  careful  not  to  keep  them  too  wet, 
and  as  soon  as  they  are  large  enough  to  handle,  transplant  in  boxes  from 
1 to  2 inches  apart,  where  they  are  to  remain  until  time  to  transplant  to 
permanent  beds.  We  will  always  be  glad  to  answer  any  question  from 
our  customers,  relative  to  the  cultivation  of  any  kind  of  plants.
